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LITERATURE OF THE UNITED STATES. 
From the New American Cyclopedia,

The Literary history of the United States may be treated under three 
distinctly marked periods, viz. : a colonial or ante-revolutionary period 
(from 1620 to 1775), during which the literature of the country was 
closely assimilated in form and character to that of England; a first 
American period (from 1775 to 1820), which witnessed the transition 
from a style for the most part imitative to one national or peculiar, 
‘as a consequence of the revolutionary struggle and of the ideas generated 
by it; anda second American (from 1820 to the present time), in which 
the literature of the country assumed a decided character of originality, 
not yet fully developed. 

I. 1620 to 1775. The first literary production of any note emanat- 
ing from the British American colonies was the version of Ovid's “ Meta- 
morphoses ” made by George Sandys on the banks of the James river 
about 1620, and published in London in 1626. But notwithstanding that 
men of letters were found everywhere among the early colonists, in New 
England alone, where in 1638 the first printing press was established in 
Cambridge, was any considerable progress in literary culture made, and 
the literature of the first or colonial period was chiefly confined to that 
locality or was indirectly connected with it. The earliest development, 
owing to the religious character of the people, to the causes which led 
to their emigration, and to the fact that during the first century after 
the settlement of the country the clergy were the best informed and edu- 
cated class, was theological. The ‘Bay Psalm Book” (Cambridge, 
1640), the first book printed in the country, though not strictly original, 
became very popular both in America and Great Britain, and within a 
little more than a century passed through not fewer than 70 editions in 
both eg, wer In the same year appeared a volume of poems by 
Mrs. Anne Bradstreet (1612-72), which was the first original work pub- 
lished in New England. The culonial press however speedily became 
monopolized by religious writers, and among its most remarkable suc- 
ceeding productions were the Indian Bible of John Eliot (1604-90), the 
first edition of the Scriptures published in America, and an extraordinary 
monument of patience and industry, though now of interest only to the 
antiquary ; the “Concordance of the Scriptures,” by John Newman, 
which was the earliest work of its kind, and the immediate precursor of 
Cruden’s Concordance; and the prolific writings of Increase and Cotton 
Mather (1663-1728), the latter of whom was the author of no fewer than 
883 works, of most of which not even the titles are remembered. The 
most celebrated are the “ Wonders of the Ipvisible World” and the 
Magnalia Christi Americana, an ecclesiastical history of New Eng- 
land from 1620 to 1698, containing biographies of several colo- 
nial worthies. Cotton Mather creditably represented the colonies 
in respect to erudition, but his style is quaint and uncouth, and his name 











is inseparably connected with the gloomy history of witchcraft in New 
England. To the early colonial times also belong John Cotton (1585- 
1652), one of the first ministers of Boston; Thomas Hooker (1586- 
1647); Roger Williams (1606-83), the founder of Rhode Island ; John 
Davenport (1598-1670), Charles Chauncy (1592-1672), and Joho Nor- 
ton (1606-63), eminent in their day as theological writers, but whose 
works are now but little known. The establishment of Harvard col- 
lege in 1636, and of William and Mary and Yale colleges in the last 
decade of the 17th century, together with the practice, which became 
common with many of the wealthier colonists, of sending their sons to 
England to be educated, meanwhile showed its effects in the gradual 
improvement of style and in the more discursive aims of writers, But 
theology was still the department of letters most generally cultivated, 
and among theologians Jonathan Edwards (1703-58), whose wer of 
subtle argument Sir James Mackintosh declares to be “perhaps un- 
matched, certainly unsurpassed among men,” was the first not only in 
America, but, according to Robert Hall, in “ any country or age. His 
celebrated treatise on the “ Freedom of the Will,” originally undertaken 
to furnish a philosophical basis for the theological system of Calvin, to 
which the author was firmly attached, ranks among the standard author- 
ities in English metaphysics; and his ‘ Dissertation on the Nature of 
True Virtue,” his controversial work on “ Original Sin,” his “ Treatise 
concerning Religious Affections,” and other works, though now com- 
paratively little read, on account of the prolixity of their style and the 
prevailing distaste for writings of a profoundly reflective character, ex- 
hibit a force of thought and keenness of argument only displayed by the 
greatest minds, Other theoldgians of the colonial period was @ second 
Charles Chauney (1705-’87); John Witherspoon (1722-94); James 
Blair (died in 1743), president of Nebo _ bs iy Te. 
Mayhew (1720-66), a vigorous opponent of e 
liberal volitieal ee Samuel Johnson (1696-1772), the first president 
of Columbia college, and the father of the American Episcopal charch ; 
Samuel Cooper (1725-’83) ; Mather Byles (1706-88), a loyalist during 
the revolution, now chiefly remembered for his humor; and , Stiles 
(1727~95), president of Yale college. John Woolman (1720-"72), a 
Quaker writer and preacher, whose “Journal ” is highly commended by 
Charles Lamb, deserves mention as one of the first who wrote against 
slavery. The influence of the great English essayists and novelists of 
the 18th century had meanwhile begun to affect the literature of the 
new world; and in the essays, the collection of maxims published under 
the title of “ Poor Richard” or “ The Way to Wealth,” the scientific 
apers, and the autobiography of Benjamin Franklin (1706-90), we 
om specimens of practical philosophy or of simple narrative, expressed 
in a style eminently clear, pleasing, and condensed, and not unfrequent- 
ly embellished by the wit and elegance characteristic of the best writers 
of Queen Anne’s time. His investigations in electricity and other 
scientific subjects are not less felicitously narrated, and, together with 
the works of James Logan (1674-1751), Paul Dudley (1675-1751), 
Cadwallader Colden (1688-1776), and John Bartram (1701- 77), & nat- 
uralist and one of the earliest of American travellers, constitute the 
chief contributions to scientific literature during the colonial period, 
The historians and annalists are less prominent than the theologians, 
and their writings if possible less known at the presentday, The tracts 
and pamphlets relating to the discovery and colonization of British 
America, emanating from early settlers, are nevertheless exceedingly 
numerous; and the journals and annals of such men as Winth 
Winslow, Morton, and others, though not strictly belenging to 
can literature, are worthy of note as the sources from which modern 
historical writers have derived much important information, William 
Hubbard (1621-1704) wrote the history of New England, which, ye 
ever, was not published until more than a century r his death ; 
Thomas Prince (1687-1758), who devoted a great part of his life to 
collecting materials, commenced a more extensive work on the same 
subject, but which was never completed. Among the earlier contribu- 
tions to American local history may be mentioned the history of Rhode 
Island by John Callender (1706-48), that of the discovery and settle- 
ment of Virginia by William Stith (died in er and that of Massa- 
chusetts by Thomas Hutchinson, its last colonial governor, a man of 
considerable learning and ocean "tet, Mga ones, BP A ay 
without a glimpse of the great truths which were the C 
the sendidleis be describes.” Of works relating to the Indians, the 
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most noteworthy were the history of King Philip’s war by the famous 
Captain Benjamin Charch (1639-1718), the history of the Five Nations 
by Cadwallader Colden, and the “Diary” of the missionary David 
Brainerd (171847). The poetry of this period has no pretension to 
literary merit, but the drama of “ The Prince of Parthia,” by Thomas 
Godfrey, a son of the inventor of the mariner’s quadrant, deserves 
mention as the first work of the class produced in America. 

JI. 1775 to 1820. The earliest works produced during the first 
American period, commencing with the revolution, are naturally asso- 
ciated with the causes which led to that event; and the political pam- 
phiets, speeches, letters, and other writings of the men who aided in 
securing the independence of the North American colonies afford the 
first indications of a desire to cast aside the conventionalisins of European 
literature, and to develop one characteristic of the country and its insti- 
tutions. The severance of the intellectual reliance of the colonies upon 
the mother country followed as a consequence of their political independ- 
ence, and as early as the commencement of the revolutionary struggle 
the high literary ability as wel as the practical wisdom evinced in the 
public documents of the principal American statesmen were recognized 
by Lord Chatham, in whose opinion these productions rivalled the 


masterpieces of antiquity. Politics now gained a prominence almost | 
| Samuel Williams (1761-1818); and of Pennsylvania-by Robert Proud 


equal to that enjoyed by theology in the preceding period ; and dry as 
such subjects usually are to the mass of readers, the discussion of them 
in speeches and pamphlets during the last quarter of the 18th century 
accorded thoroughly with the popular taste, and the influence of polit- 
ical writers and orators in giving a decided national type to American 
literature is unmistakable. Conspicuous among the early pamplileteers 
were James Otis (1725-83), Josiah Quiney, jr. (1744-75), John Dick- 
inson (1732-1808), Joseph Galloway (1730-1803), a tory writer, Richard 
Henry Lee (1732-94), Arthur Lee (1740-92), William Livingston 
(1723-—"90), Willian Henry Drayton (1742-'99), John Adams (1735-1826), 
Thomas Jefferson (1743-1826), and Timothy Pickering (1748-1829), of 
whom Otis and Quincy were perhaps most distinguished as orators, al- 
though little beyond the traditions of their eloquence has come down to 
us, For fervid declamation Patrick Henry (1736-99) stands at the head 
of all the orators of this period; and in the reports of his speeches, 
meagre as they are, he has been more fortunate than others of his con- 
temporaries, as Samuel Adams (1722-1503), John Rutledge (1732-1800), 
Edward Rutledge (1749-1800), Charles Cotesworth Pinckney (1746- 
1825), Gouverneur Morris (1752-1816), and George Mason (1726~'92), 
whose reputation as parliamentary debaters or public speakers was very 
high, and whose impassioned eloquence is described as having “‘moved 
the hearers from their seats.” These men may be considered the found- 
ers of the present school of American oratory. The “ Common Sense ” of 
Thomas Paine (1737-1809), though not strictly the work of an American 
author, may be classed among the early national literature, from the fact 
that it was thoroughly American in tone, and was inspired by the causes 
which produced the revolution. The great state paper of this era, and 
rhaps the most remarkable ever produced, was the “ Declaration of 
ndependence,” by Thomas Jefferson, who desired that his title to the 
authorship might be engraved on his monument. For the concise and 
direct manner in which the grounds of complaint against the mother 
country are stated, for dignity and eloquence, and for the influence 
which it has exerted, and the revererce with which it is still regarded, 
it may be considered unrivalled among works of its class. Jefferson 
also published a “Summary View of the Rights of British America,” 
and « volume entitled “ Notes on Virginia,” which passed through 
many editions in Europe and America, and left a mass of corre- 
spondence forming a valuable contribution to American political his- 
tory. The writings of George Washington (1732-'99), produced in 
great part amid the excitements and harassments of military life, must 
always hold a distinguished place in American literature, not only on 
account of the lofty patriotism by which they are inspired, and of their 
solid common sense, but of their clearness of expression and force of 
language—a characteristic, indeed, of most of the writers who were 
contemporary with him, Alexander Hamilton (1757-1804), by turns 
soldier, lawyer, and statesman, and eminent in each walk, was a mem- 
ber of the convention which framed the federal constitution ; and ac- 
cording to Guizot there is not “one element of order, strength, or 
durability” in that instrument which he did not powerfully contribute 
to produce. An enduring monument of his political sagacity and lit- 
erary ability is the “‘ Federalist,” a series of papers written chiefly by 
himself for the purpose of elucidating and supporting the principles of 
the new constitution, and which is said by the “* Edinburgh Review” to 
ibit “an extent and precision of information, a profundity of re- 

h, and an acuteness of understanding, which would have done 
honor to the most illustrious statesmen of ancient or modern times.” 
Hamilton was assisted in this work by John Jay (1746-1829), the first 
chief justice of the United States, and James Madison (1751-1836), the 
fourth president, of whom the former was the author of an “ Address to 
the People of Great Britain” issued by congress in 1774, and other polit- 
ical papers, and the latter a prolific writer on political, constitutional, 








and historical subjects. John Adams, who wrote with eminent per- 
spiscuity and elegance, published a “ Defence of the American Oonstitu- 
tion,” and a series of “Discourses on Davila,” directed against the 


French revolutionary ideas prevalent in the last decade of the 18th cen- ~ 


tury, of which Jefferson was one of the ablest advocates, and left numer- 
ous political papers and letters, which, together with his “ Diary,” com- 
menced in 1755, have been edited by his grandson Charles Francis 
Adams. The most accomplished rhetorician and speaker of the period 
was Fisher Ames (1758-1808), whose essays and orations are distin- 
guished by a splendor of diction which often wearies the mind, notwith- 
standing the felicity and appositeness of the metaphors and illustrations 
employed. His reputation, owing to the temporary interest of many of 
the subjects on which he wrote and spoke, has very considerably de- 
clined. The historians and biographers of this period creditably illus- 
trate the growing literature of the country, and several of their produc- 
tions are still regarded as standard authorities, Among special local 
histories may be mentioned those of New Hampshire by Jeremy Belknap 
(1744-"98), whose series of ** American Biographical Sketches” were the 
precursors of the valuable works of Sparks ; of Connecticut by Benjamin 
Trumbull (1735-1820); of Massachusetts by George R. Minot (1758- 
1802), being a continuation of that by Hutchinson; of Vermont by 


(1728-1813). Of more general interest are the histories of New Eng- 
land by Hannah Adams (1756-1832), and of the American revolution by 
William Gordon (1730-1807), an English clergyman long settled in 
America, and David Ramsay (1749-1815), who also wrote a history of 
South Carolina, a life of Washington, and other works, evincing much 
research and conscientious spirit of inquiry. The “ Annals of Ame- 
ica,” by Abiel Holmes (1763-1837), has for more than half a c&htury 
been considered a Jéading authority in American history. The most 
important biography produced during this period is the “‘ Life of Wash- 
ington” by Chief Justice Marshall (1755-1835), whose literary labors 
however are overshadowed in importance by his judicial celebrity. 
William Wirt (1772-1834), an accomplished forensic orator, produced an 
admirable “ Lite of Patrick Henry,” and also a series of papers entitled 
“Letters of the British Spy,” written with much elegance and force of 
style; and the “ Military Journal” of James Thacher (1754-1844), and 
* Memoirs” of Alexander Graydon (1752-1818), both officers in the 
American revolutionary army, contain many interesting and trustworthy 
accounts of the men and times which they illustrate. The “ Letters 
from an American Farmer,” by Hector St. John Creveceeur (1731- 
1813), also afford pleasing pictures of social life in America. Of works 
of travel, the most important are the narrative of Jonathan Carver 
(1732-80), one of the first who penetrated west of the Mississippi 
valley; the journals of the intrepid John Ledyard (1751-89); the re- 
ports of Major Zebulon Montgomery Pike (1779-1813), the earliest 
American explorer of the sources of the Mississippi and the Rio Grande ; 
and the account of the expedition of Lewis and Clark across the Rocky 
mountains to the mouth of the Columbia river prepared by Nicholas 
Biddle and Paul Allen. 

The theologians of this period are ably represented by Jonathan 
Edwards (1745-1801), son of the great metaphysician of the same name, 
andthe author of a profound “ Dissertation on Liberty and Necessity,” 
and of a treatise entitled “‘ The Salvation of all Men Examined and Ex- 
plained ;” Samuel Hopkins (1721-1803), whose ‘System of Theology” 
presents a reflex of the progress of religious opinions in New England; 
Timothy Dwight (1752-1817), president of Yale college, whose princi- 
pal work, “ Theology Explained and Defended,” maintains moderate 
Calvinistic views with much dignity and eloquence, and has been exten- 
sively circulated in England and America; and Bishop William White 
(1747-1836), the earliest historian of the Protestant Episcopal church 
in America, Other eminent divines and authors were Joseph Bellamy 
(1719-90), John Smalley (1784-1820), Nathanizl Emmons (1745-1840), 
John Mitchell Mason (1770-1829), Noah Worcester (1758-1888), Samuel 
Worcester (1771-1821), Edward Payson (1783-1827), Bishops John 
Henry Hobart (1775-1830) and Theodore Dehon (1776-1817), and John 
Murray (1741-181.), the father of Universalism in America. Promi- 
nent among the younger divines was Joseph Stevens Buekminster 
(1784-1812), one of the earliest of the New England Unitarians, and 
whose published sermons, remarkable for purity of thouglit and finish 
of style, justify the expectations which his untimely death dispelled. 
At this period, in addition to purely theological sabjects, the clergy were 
in the habit of discussing those of public interest; whence it frequently 
happened that discourses from the pulpit had almost as decided a politi- 
cal bias as the set speeches of the party orators—a practice which the 
subsequent wide diffusion of newspapers tended to check.—One of the 
first and most useful laborers in the field of science was David Ritten- 
house (1732-"96), a great and self-educated genius, whose memvirs on 
astronomy and mathematics were published in the first 4 volumes of the 
* Transactions” of the pleilosophical society of Philadelphia. Benjamin 
Rush (1745-1813) and James McClurg (1747-1825) were conspicuous as 
writers on medical science, the work of the former on the “ Diseases of 
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the Mind” being still a standard authority; and Benjamin Smith Bar- 
ton (1766-1815), a naturalist, produced the first American elementary 
work on botany, and the first contribution to the ethnographical litera- 
ture of the country. The most important contribution to natural his- 
tory was Alexander Wilson’s “ Description of the Birds of North Amer- 
ica,” a work still held in much repute. Samuel Latham Mitchill (1764- 
1831) was one of the earliest writers on chemistry. To these names 
may be added those of Lindley Murray (1745-1826), author of the trea- 
tise entitled the ‘“‘ Power of Religion over the Mind,” and of the well 
known “English Grammar” bearing his “name, and the eminent physi- 
cist Benjamin Thompson, Count Rumford (1753-1814), both of whom 
were by birth and education Americans,

Tue Boox-Trape Sare—Tue Great Auction or StervoryPE PLATEs,— 
Twelve or fifteen years ago the stereotype plates of the firm of Carey & Hart, 
were sold at auction in Philadelphia, realizing some $70,000. With this single 
exception the sale at the rooms of Geo. A. Leavitt & Co., on Friday, was, we 
believe, the largest ever held in this country. The amount of money represented 
in the plates was about $860,000 ; they brought under the hammer something 
more than $50,000, or about fifteen per cent. on the cost. Three years ago, 
when taxes were light, and trade uninterrupted, they would have sold for double 
the money, but in view of the times the sale must be considered a satisfactory 
one. It moreover shows that our publishing houses have money to spare for a 
permanent investment with a view to profitsa long way ahead. With paper 
advanced from 20 to 25 per cent. and no promise of a fall until the way is 
opened to the rag-bags and cotton mills of the South, it is not in reason that 
Lippincott, Crosby, Mason, and other large buyers at Friday’s sale are going 


. 30 publish to any extent. The plates which have changed owners are to be 


laid away in vaults until the troublous times are past, and commercial skies 
brighten. 

Mason Brothers’ catalogue came first in order. On Thursday afternoon, bil!s 
were posted in the salesroom announcing that the plates and bound and sheet 
stock of the music-books of the house were withdrawn, having been purchased 
of the receiver at private sale. The first line offered, therefore, was the first of 
the school-book class, Kane’s Elements of Criticism, which was knocked down to 
Mason Brothers at $400. They also bought the next lot, Krusi’s Perspective 
Drawing, and when they bid earnestly for Lossing’s Pictorial United States, it 
was clear that they intended to buy in their whole stock, and the audience good- 
naturedly gave way. Lossing was bought by them for $1,100, but after that 
they walked over the course, until Jewett’s Spier’s French Dictionary was 
reached, for which they had to pay $1,000. Mr. Lincoln’s Botanies brought 
$1,025, and Mattison and Burnett’s Astronomies, in four vols., $900 the volume; 
while Abbott's Empire of Austria sold fora beggarly $50. George Canning 
Hill’s American Biographical Series came to $220; the Battle-Roll of the World, 
$250; Lossing’s Family History of the United States, $300; Parton’s Lives of 
Jackson, Greeley, and Burr, in 5 vols., $8300 the volume, and his Humorous 
Poetry, $100. On the other hand, Fanny Fern’s Ruth Hall, of which seventy 
thousand copies were sold in the year of its publication, went for $25, and her 
Fresh Leaves for the same money. Pinney’s series of French readers, in 10 
vols., on which there is alien of $800, brought $50 the volume additional. 
Williams's English into French was thought worth $300 for the right to publish 
only, Wells’s Physical Geography $400 for the same privilege ; but the Avoid- 
able Causes of Insanity went begging at $32—and that closed Mason's list of 
plates. His catalogue of books comprised the whole bound and. sheet stock on 
hand, amounting to several thousand volumes. It brought an aggregate of 
$16,000, and was well distributed among the buyers present. The books that 
had any real value realized good prices as a general thing, and many that were 
worthless too. we fear; the remainder sold for more than they were worth to 
the tronk-makers. ‘lhere were some significant features of the sale: a dollar 
music book called the Harp of the South sold for 6 cents, another, Southern Harmo- 
ny, for only 18 cents, in spite of its having ‘* patent notes,” while Temple Melo- 
dies, by virtue of its not having a “sectional” title, brought 40 cents, although 
the regular price was only 63 cents. Publishers who have full stocks of books 
got up expressly for the Southern market would perhaps do well to have them 
rebound and christened over again. * 

After their invoice was disposed of, Mr. Lowell Mason, jr., in behalf of the 
house announced that their sale was made only to close the partnership, and that 
all cluims would be liquidated at maturity as heretefore at the old stand. 

_ The invoice of Derby & Jackson's plates, which came next, opened with an 
edition of Addison in 6 vols.,12mo., which cost in all about $4,000. A bid of 
$50 was put in, but competition was languid, and the book was knocked down at 
$85 the volume. Goldsmith in 4 vols, 12mo. brought $152 50 the . volume; 
Smollett in 6 vols., $47 50; Sterne in 2 vols., $50; Johnson's Lives of the Poets, 
2 vols., $60; Boswell, 4 vols, $190; Lamb, 5 vols. $62 50; Hazlitt, 5 vols., 
$55; Leigh Hunt, 4 vols., $47 50; Defoe, 1 vol., $40; and Lord Chesterfield, 1 
vol., $155. Jane Austen, Hannah More, and Anne Radcliffe realized about £50 
the volume, but Jane Porter's Scottish Chiefs and Thaddeus of Warsaw were run 
up to $165 each; the Children of the Abbey came also to $165, Madame de 
Stael’s Corinne to $135, and a 12mo. Pilgrim's Progress to $137 50, The stand- 





ard ancient classics in 8vo, brought only $44, and a pretty 18mo. series of mod- 


* ern classics #12, both of which were dog cheap at twice the money, It is curi- 


ous looking down this catalogue to see how books which made a noise in their 
day are consigned to the tomb of the Capuletti. Female Life Among the Mor- 
mons, which has sold to the extent of 60,000 copies, went for $25. Bigelow's 
Life of Fremont, which circulated as a pre and post election document, brought 
$30; and the Henry Ward Beecher series of essays, sermons, hymns, and views, 
which once went off by the thousand, was knocked off at $25: so Milburn’s book, 
ax, saddle-bags, and all, was bought in for him at $25, and Mrs. Warfield’s 
Household of Bouverie was purchased for her at the same price. Miss Evans's 
Beulah ran through 40 editions in its day, but the plates were bought by a Mr. 
Scott for $205, and there is small chance of there being much copyright paid to 
the authoress hereafter, for the is a rank Rebel, and a nurse in a Southern hos- 
pital. 

One of the best bargains in Derby’s lot, was got by D. Appleton & Co, in the 
set of Marryatt’s Novels, for which they paid only $30 the volume. Another 
was Frank Goodrich’s Court of Napoleon, which cost over $5,500, but was 
bought by J. B. Lippincott & Co, for $625 Another, Women of Beauty and 
Heroism, which cost $4,500, and was purchased by Moore of Cincinnati for $370, 
Another, The Loves and Heroines of the Poets, which cost $3,500 and fell to 
Lippincott for $340. Mary Forrest's “ Women of the South Distinguished in 
Literature,” which glorified her heroines on steel and in long-primer, to the tune 
of $3,250 was started at $50, and dragged‘and hune, until Hazard of Philadel- 
phia, with an eye to the future, bid an even $100, and got the plates, A feature 
of the sale was the stiff rate at which the standard authors ruled, Your modern 
puff and froth novels, which run a meteoric but ephemeral popularity, could be 
had for songs, but sturdy old John Bunyan was started at $50, and ran up to 
over $400, at which he was bought by Blanchard of Cincinnati ; and sop and 
all the respectable family of the ancient authors were in high esteem. 

The sale of Crosby. Nichols, Lee & Co, was better in proportion than any 
other. The series of 8vo. poets in 11 vols, brought $5,950; the three great his- 
tories, Hume, Gibbon, and Macaulay, 17 vols., $4,250; the blue and-gold 24mo, 
poets, 15 vols., $1,200; the 12mos. in 26 vols, $832; Robinson Crusoe and 
Arabian Nights, $510; and other miscellaneous works brought excellent prices, 
The whole sale of this house amounted to over $16,000, or about sixty percent. 
of the price paid for the plates at the sale of Phillips, Sampson & Co., in 1859, 

The plates belonging to the old house of Silas Andrus & Sons (‘* Uncle ea 
of Hartford, were offered by the executors, and taken at low prices by many dif- 
ferent buyers. The Dearborn edition of Byron, in 1 vol, 8vo., once the favorite 
edition of the whole trade, and which sold once for $5,250, brought only $195 
last evening, in consequence of its having been supplanted in public favor by the 
finer editions of Philip Sampson & Co, and D. Appleton, & Co.

Mrs. J. B. Speid’s work entitled Our Last Years in India; the translation 

of the concluding volume of M. Thiers’ History of the Consulate and the Em- 
ire, produced with creditable promptness by Messrs. Willis & Sotheran; the 
lon. James Williams's Vindication of the Southern States of America; anda 
neat volume of original biographies of German Ministers and Philanthropists 
of Modern Times, published by Messrs. Strahan & Co., appear to be the books 
of most importance—or perhaps we should say of most importance to general 
readers—in our present list. Mrs. Speid’s work is both narrative and dis- 
eursive—the substance being an account of the author's life in India for sev- 
eral years. M. Thiers’ history is too well known by the controversies which 
its statements concerning Waterloo—that tender point in all French narratives 
of Napoleon's career—bave caused in our public journals, and by the extracts 
which have already been published, to require any further introduction to 


our readers. This forms the twentieth volume, and concludes the work, ex- 


tending from June, 1815, to the death of the great hero of this terrible story 
of gigantic wars, in 1821. 

Mr. Williams’s work, entitled The South Vindicated, is a solid volume of 
letters on the subject of the differences of the Southern States with the North, 
originally published during the canvass for the Presidency in 1860. It has 
an introduction by Mr. J. Baker Hopkins. Though wanting in the eloquence 
and spirit whi-h distinguish Mr. Spence’s remarkable volume, the present 
work will have for enquirers into the causes of the American Civil War a 
peculiar interest, as having been written on the brink of the outbreak, and 
therefore indicating the feelings and opinions of the Southern party before 
the war completed their estrangement from their Northern brethren, 

If our book list is again somewhat meagre, we may at least indulge in the 
reflection with which the cheerful-minded console themselves for a w we ad 
in March or a snowy Christmas—its meagreness is “ seasonable,” ° 
while, our readers may observe from our numerous annoyncements below, 
that refreshing tokens of the coming publishing campaign are beginning to 
show themselves. 

The following is our usual classification of such publications in our list, 
besides those above mentioned, as are also deserving of notice? 

In Literature, Science, and Art we have Mr. Marsh’s work on the Origin 
and History of the English Language, and of the Early Literature it Em 
dies, to which we drew attention in last number.

volumes intended to appear on the subject of English birds; we have also t 
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record under this head A Manual of Geography, being a description of the 
natural features, productions, climate, etc., of the earth, by Francis Morton ; 
Palwortologia Indica, or Figures and Descriptions of the Organic Remains 
procured during the Progress of the Geological Survey of India, 4to., with 25 
plates; and Mr. G. H. Townsend’s solid Manual of Dates, a dictionary of ref- 
erence to important everts. 

In History and Biography, a volume of interesting additions to the Mar- 
quis of Kildare’s work on the Earls of Kildare and their ancestors has ap- 
peared; we find also a Life of the Rev. John Milner (Roman Catholic), 
Bishop of Castabala, by F. C. Husenbeth; Hampshire in 1086, an Extension 
of the Latin Text and an English Translation of the Domesday Book for 
Hampshire, 4to.; a Historical Sketch of the Parish of Davington, Kent, 4to. ; 
and a History of the Kings of Ancient Britain, from Brutus to Cadwallader, 
abridged from the Collectanea Cambrica. 

In Geography and Travel we find nothing but Mrs, Speid’s work entitled 
Our Last Years in India, above alluded to; butin Theology we have a Second 
Volume of Dr. Samuel Davidson’s Introduction to the Old Testament, com- 
prising the Historical and Poetical Books, Prophecy, ete.; Hymns and Verses 
on Saered Subjects, by J. Ryland, D.D., the greater part now published for 
the first time, with a biographical sketch; The Churchman and the Free- 
thinker, or a Friendly Address to the Orthodox, by the Rev. T. Shore; a 
volume of Sermons on Christian Doctrine, preached in Canterbury Cathedral, 
by Henry Alford; Two Lectures on Buddhism, its Origin, History, and Doc- 
trines, by J. De Alexis; Pictorial Bible and Church History, Stories from the 
Earliest down to the Present Times, by the Rev. H. Formby ; and a Third 
Volume of the Works of John Howe. 

In Fiction we have John and I,a Novel, 8 vols.; a story of English 
Domestic Life, by Georgiana M. Craik, entitled Winifred’s Wooing, in 1 vol. ;

Messrs. Low, Son & Co.’s new list of fortheoming works comprises Eyes 
and Ears, by Henry Ward Beecher, D.D., Author of Life Thoughts, ete. ; a 
new edition of The Elements of International Law, by Henry Wheaton ; My- 
self and My Relatives, 1 vol., with Frontispiece on steel from a drawing by 
John E. Millais; and other works. 


An Essay on the True Theory of International Copyright, by Mr. J. Alfred 
Novello, the well-known musical publisher, to which a weekly literary con- 
temporary gives prominent space in its columns, developes a new doctrine on 
the subject. Mr. Novello thinks cur present system of international copy- 
right unjust and complicated in many respects; and he s ates that he has 
given the subject careful study during many years of publishing experience. 
The result of his reflections is the conviction that eopyright.should be confex- 
red on those only who print and publish their works within the realm, in- 
stead of the present system, which confers copyright on authors, “not be- 
cause they have so benefited society, but upon those who are accidentally 
born in countries with which we have international arrangements.” Accord- 
ingly Mr. Novello proposes “ that English Jaw should offer such a simple and 
ample right as should make it the interest of every author to find a publisher 
in Britain, wherever else in the world he may print and publish his book.” 
A little consideration will, we are convinced, bring our readers to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Novello’s principle has no real ground in equity or justice, 
and that the change he proposes would be prejudicial to the interest both of 
authors and publishers. At first sight, it is quite true that it would appear 
to be profitable to English publishers to compe! the foreign author to reprint 
and publish his book here, instead of importing copies ready printed ; bat it 
must be remembered that such a system would be reciprocal, and that Eng- 
lish authors and publishers would, in their turn, be compelled to reprint and 
publish abroad. There can be no possible gain either to book-buyers or 
book-producer, in compelling two printings and publishings where one would 
suffice. Suppose a Copyright Treaty to exist between England and America, 
for instance : is it not certain, in that case, that the publishers of a great Cy- 
clopedia or Dictionary in England or the United States wou!d be enabled to 
expend a greater sum in producing a really valuable work, from the fact that 
they would have two great markets in which to dispose of copies? Mr. 
Novello’s plan would divide this patronage, so that neither party would get 
it. It is possible, indeed, to conceive that the scheme would in some cases 
prevent the publication of an expensive work altogether, while the distinction 
between books printed and books not printed within the country would es- 
tablish a protectionism of the worst kind ; for whereas a protective law, how- 
ever prejudicial to the interests of the public in general, is usually profitable 
to the producer, Mr. Novello’s protectionism would be mischievous to all par- 
ties. The United States have at the present moment, unfortunately, in their 
differential duty upon copies of English publications which are reproduced 
in America, a principle in operation essentially the same as that of Mr. Novel- 
lo; but the friends of international copyright hope to see this system abol- 
ished, or at least modified, when the civil war shali have terminated, and left 
time for reflection: they certainly do not wish to see it sanctioned and per- 
petuated by the adoption of the same principle in Europe. Mr. Novello is, 
we suspect, quite right in his conjecture that English authors will “entertain 
with reluctance ” his proposed reform.

Goutp & Lixcotn send us Lectures on Moral Science, delivered before the 
Lowell Institute, Boston, by Mark Hopkins, D.D., LL.D., President of Williams 
College. These lectures are based upon a course written over thirty years 
ago, for the students of Williams College, and since considerably remodelled 
and improved. Without pretending to be an exhaustive treatise on the sub- 
ject to which it relates the book gives an excellent outline of the >ssential 
principles of ethics. The openi.g and closing lectures afford a survey of the 
present condition of the science and the general course of thought pursued. 


J. Munsevt sends us The Origin and Signification of Scottish Surnames, with 
a Vocabulary of Christian Names, by Clifford Stanley Sims, a splendidly printed 
volume of great interest and value to the genealogist, and no bad reading for the 
general public ; and A Coat of Many Colors, by Sarah E. A. Frost. The latter 
is an unpretending tale of domestic life, full of hits at fashionable follies, and 
winding up with a good moral. 

The Lutneran Boarp or Pustioation sends us Frank’s Friend; or, the 
Rampart of Strasburg. A story fur young persons, translated from the Ger- 
man of the Rev. K. H. Caspari. 
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Tioxnor & Fievps publish Eyes and Hars, by Henry Ward Beecher, a vol- 
ume composed of papers reprinted, with a few exceptions, from the New 
York Ledger, and Independent. The essays from the Ledger originally ap- 

eared under the title of “Thoughts as they occur, by one who keeps his 
aa and Ears open.” “ Nothing,” says the author in his Preface, “ could be 
less studied or pretentious than these papers, thrown off almost as rapidly as 
a photograph is printed, and represeuting the impressions of happy hours, 
or the moods and musings of the moment. They are fragmentary, and as 
careless as even a newspaper style will ermit.” From the same house we 
have received a blue and gold edition of The Poems of Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
embracing, beside the contents of all the ees editions, a numberof poems 
now first collected from periodicals. A full-length portrait of the Author is 
prefixed to the volume. In mechanical execution this little book presents a 
marked improvement upon the previous issues of this favorite series.. The 
ornamental initial letters, tail pieces, and head pieces are in excellent taste, 
and give a peculiarly attractive and unique appearance to the volume. 
Among the pieces in this collection which deserve especially to be read just 
now, ure the well known ‘** Army Hymn,” the “ Voyage of the Good Ship 
Union,” and “Union and Liberty” A few verses from the prefatory address 
to the reader may fot inaptly be quoted here: 
Nay, blame me not, I might have spared 
Your patience many a trivial verse, 
Yet these my earlier welcome shared, 
So, let the better shield the worse.

Harper & Broturrs send us Memoirs of the Rev. Nicholas Murray, D.D. 
(Kirwan), by Samuel Irenezus Prime. The graceful pen of the author of 
“Travels in Europe and the East” has here found employment on a most 
congenial subject. Born and bred a Roman Catholic, emigrating from Ire- 
land to this country at the age of seventeen, working first in the Harpers’ 
printing office, joining the Presbyterian Church, becoming a minister, and 
eventually recoguized as the most prominent opponent of the faith of his boy- 
hood, Dr. Murray led a life which presents no lack of incident for a good 
biography, and was constantly thrown into situations which Mr. Prime de- 
seribes with considerable spirit. The same house has reprinted in a goodly 
octavo, Mrs. Oliphant’s Life of Edward Irving, which has been received with 
such warm commendation by the English press. To this work, undertaken 
partly in the hepe “to get personal consolation amid heavy troubles out of a 
life so full of great love, faith, and sorrow,” Mrs. Oliphant has brought the 
most intense admiration for her subject, and the advantages of a practised 
pen. The surviving relatives and friends of Mr. Irving have rendered her 
every assistance, and she has succeeded in depicting with a very fair ap- 
proach to completeness, a character and career which even in the meagerest 
narrative could hardly lack interest. The book is largely made up of Irving's 
letters; ‘“‘for I feel assured,” the biographer, with excellent judgment, re- 
marks, “ that to be able thus to illustrate the facts of his history, by his own 
exposition of its heart and purpose, is to do him greater justice than could be 
hoped fer from any other means of interpretation.” The appendix gives some 
interesting documents relative to the alleged miraculous occurrences in Mr. 
Irving’s congregation, and his speeches before the Presbytery of London, in 
March, 1832. Orley Farm, reprinted with Millais’s illustrations from Har- 
per’s Magazine, is almost universally regarded as Mr. Anthony Trollope’s best 
work, and will perhaps be none the less acceptable to his admirers, because 
it introduces a totally fresh set of characters, and deals with new phases of 
life, such as he has not touched in his previous works. 

Sever & Francis have just issued a new and elegant edition of De Tocque- 
ville’s Democracy in America, edited by Professor Francis Bowen, of Har- 
vard University. The translatiou is professedly that of Mr. Henry Reeve, 
aap by Longman in London, but so extensively has it been corrected 

y the American editor, that it may almost be called a new one. Professor 
Bowen has also added numerous notes, and translated for the first time the 
additions made to the recent Paris editions. These comprise an essay on 
Democracy in Switzerland, written in 1847, for the Academy of the Moral 
and Political Sciences; a speech in the French Chamber of Deputies, in which 
M. De Tocqueville predicted the revolution of 1848 just a month before its 
occurrence; and a feeling and eloquent Advertisement prefixed to the 12th 
Paris edition of the work (1850). Appended to the whole is a memoir of the 
illustrious author. It would be difficult to say whether the editor or the pub- 
lishers have shown the more taste and judgment in performing their respec- 
tive parts in the preparation of this edition. We do not remember to have 
seen anywhere a more beautiful specimen of printing. The attractions how- 
ever of clear type, fine paper, handsome binding, and neat workmanship, 

~ought to be superfluous inducements toward the purchase of a work which 
has such strong intrinsic claims upon the notice of every American. The 
chapter on “ The Present and Probable Future Condition of the Three Races 
which inhabit the Territory of the United States,” including a discussion of 
the dangers which threaten the Union and the chapters on Democratic 
armies, will be read with peculiar interest in the present state of our affairs. 


J. E. Turton & Co. send us The Art of Sketching from Nature, by Thomas 
Rowbotham ; an improved edition of an excellent little handbook which has 
run through no fewer than twenty-three editions in England. It is illus- 
trated with diagrams and examples, and gives all the necessary rules to en- 
able any one who has become tolerably expert with his pencil to draw pro- 
perly from nature. 





Rosert Carrer & Brorners send us The Sympathy of Christ with Man ; its 
Teaching and its Consolation, by the Rev. Octavius Winslow, D.D., an attempt 
to bring into closer communion with each other the eo ws | of the Saviour, 
and the individuality of man, and to indicate the practical relation of Christ's 
emotional nature with the every-day life of the Christian. The author shows 
how the sympathy of Jesus Christ never lacks the important ele: ent of ac- 
tual help which is so often wanting to that of earthly friends and consolers. 
The same firm haye also published Little Walter of Wyalusing, by a Guest in 
“The Old Castle ;” and Ned Manton, or the Cottage by the Stream, another of 
the A. L. O. E. series. Both these little books belong to their popular “ Fire- 
side Library.” Miss Mary L. Booth has translated from the French, and Carter 
& Brothers have published Vesper, by Madame the Countess de Gasparin, au- 
thor of the “ Near and Heavenly Horizons” and wife of the eloquent defender of 
American principles. It is a collection of romantic little essays and tales, suit- 
able for both old and young. The origin of the title is poetically explained in 
the introduction. 


Tue American Tracr Soctery has published Stories and I/lustrations of 
the Ten Commandments, by the Rev. Jonathan Cross, a series of short 
pieces admirably adapted for the young, and embellished with many good 
wood-cuts; and The Prodigal Son ; or the Sinner's Departure and the Sin- 
ner’s Return, by the Rev. E. P. Rogers, D.D., of Albany. 


E. L. Gopparp, G. G. & L. N. Ine publish The Practical Latin Grammar, 
by Charles Leland Balch, a little compendium of the Latin accidence and 
syntax, “not designed to supersede such excellent Latin grammars as An- 
drew’s and Stoddard’s, Zumpt’s and others in use in this country, but to pre- 
cede them. It contains all that is absolutely essential at the threshold of the 
study of classical Latin.” 


Crospy & Nicuots have published First Principles of Ethics, by President 
Champlin, of Waterville College, a text-book for schools and colleges, in which 
the author has aimed at presenting only the essential principles of the science, 
leaving details to be supplied by the teacher, or b general vendiap: A sup- 
plement to the volume gives an abstract of the history of opinion on the 
ground of right and wrong. dsthetics ; or the Science of Beauty, by John 
Bascom, Professor in Williams College, received from the same firm, is a series 
of lectures written both as a text-book for educational establishments and a 
manual for the general reader, They are intended to supply the want of an 
exclusive and compact treatise on the laws of taste, so many principles of 
which have been established, that Professor Bascom feels justified in claiming 
for them the diguity ofa science. Baptism, the Covenant, and the Family, b 
the Rev. Philippe Wolff, late of Geneva, Switzerland and since of Montreal, 
published by the same firm, is mainly a free translation by the Author, from 
aFrench work of his own, written to warn his French and Swiss brethren 
against the introduction of Baptist Principles into their religious systems. It 
is a hearty onslaught upon the doctrines and practices of the Baptist denom- 
ination, and is intended for the use of intelligent laymen as well as theolo- 
gians and scholars. 


T. B. Pererson & Brorners send us Andrée de Taverney ; or, the Downfall 

of French Monarchy, by Alexandre Dumas, translated from the French by 

lerry L. Williams. This work is the complement to the remarkable series 

which includes the “ Memoirs of a Physician,” ‘* Queen's Necklace,” “Six Years 

Later,” and ‘‘Countess of Charny,” and has been translated expressly for this 
edition. The author's name is enough to secure it a ready sale. 





Periodicals, 
Virtue & Co. send us the numbers of the Art Journal for the current 
year, including beside the customary variety of topics, the “ Lilustrated Cat- 
alogue of the International Exhibition,” which was commenced in April, and 
is advertised to be finished with the next number, that for November. This 
valuable and beautiful catalogue is itself a monument of the progress of the 
art of wood-engraving, and the Exhibition doubtless presents few, if any, 
better specimens, The illustrations are profuse in number and relate to al- 
most every branch of the useful or decorative arts represented in the Great 
Fair. Iron gates, cabinet-ware, bracelets, bedsteads, carriages, curtains, 
claret jugs, church windows, silks, statuettes, watches, New York sewing ma- 
chines, wedgwood pottery, scissors, pianos, lace dresses, Axminster carpets, 
engraved glass, mosaic pavements, wood catvings, chimney-pieces, fans, tea- 
trays, testimonials, and iron castings, here receive their respective shares of 
attention, and an excellent descriptive letter-press accompanies the pictures. 
This illustrated Catalogue is furnished to subscribers without extra charge. 
It is by no means however the most interesting feature of the Art Journal, 
Each number contains at least two large steel engravings, several admirable 
woodeuts, and 4 variety of reading matter.
